N ew Y ork, March 10th.— Your corre­ 
spondent had a ten-minutes’ chat with Sen­ 
ator Stanford at the W indsor Hotel, to­ 
night. The Senator is looking remarkably 
well. H e said : 
“ I shall stay in New 
York until Saturday, when I leave for Bos­ 
ton. There I am to meet General Oimstead 
and others engaged in m apping out the 
plans of the grounds of my university. 
I 
expect to find their plans so far m atured 
that 1 can eotnmence building at once.” 
“ l)o you stay in Boston any length of 
tim e?” 
“ Only a few days. 
My wife and self in­ 
tend going to Albany to look into the char­ 
itable institution Mrs. Stanford is building 
there. The recent strikes have prevented 
the completion of the building, and it will 
probably be two or more days before we 
can get "things ip working order. W e then 
go directly home. 
We may have with ua 
.irs. Senator Mahone and daughter, who 
start for California about the same time 
that we do, and whom I would like to have 
go in our private car.” 
“ Is there anything new to say regarding 
the interstate commerce bill?" 
"W ell, I think the subject has been 
worked pretty nearly threadbare. 
In one 
sense the bill is practically an enactment 
of the common law, as far as the regula­ 
tion of prices is concerned. 
It has a tend­ 
ency to protect railroads from competition 
with each other, and to that extent denies 
to the shipper any advantage of availing 
himself of competition. 
The general dis­ 
position of railroads is to obey the law 
carefully, as far as they can understand it. 
The friends of the bill did not agree as to 
its construction in Congress, aud there 
seems to be the same variety of opinion 
regarding its m eaning by outsiders.” 
“ Do you think the transcontinental rail­ 
way will be settled when the bill becomes 
law ?” 
“ That I eannot say.” 
“ Have you succeeded in selecting a 
President for your University, Senator?” 
“ No, I have not. 
I have several gentle­ 
men in mind, whose names I do not care 
to m ake public, but the trouble is they all 
hold* positions of prom inence now, and it 
is doubtful w hether I can get them to go 
West. 
I hope to have this m atter settled 
before returning hom e.” 


SALE O F A KAILUO AD. 


Tlie R ich m o n d T erm in al C om pany P u r­ 
ch ase th e B a ltim o re an d O hio R oad. 
Chicago, March lQth.—The gentleman 
who claimed to have seen the original con­ 
tract f»r the sale of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad is authority for the following 
statem ent: The plan" for the consolidation 
of various railroad interests grew out of the 
efforts of Jay Gould to induce Robert Gar­ 
rett to pool the business of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Telegraph Comp.tny with that of 
the W estern Union, and Garrett absolutely 
refused to become a party to such an ar­ 
rangem ent, and declared he would always 
keep his business under his own control; 
that the telegraph and railroad interests 
were identical, and that they s b m ’d con. 
tinueso as long as he controlled them ; but 
at the sam e tim e he intim ated that he was 
inclined to free himself of business cares bv 
the absolute sale of the controlling interest 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, which 
would carry with it the control of the tele­ 
graph and express companies. W ith this 
hint as a basis, the negotiators returned to 
New York and formed a syndicate com­ 
posed as follows: Calvin C. Brice, Alfred 
sully, Austin Corbin, John G. Moore, Gen­ 
eral Samuel Thomas, H . C. Figenstook ; 
Winslow, Lanier A Co., and J. P. Pace. 
A 
contract was theu framed, in which Garrett 
agreed to transter to the syndicate the 
controlling interest in the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, w ithing thirty days, for 
$10,000,000, a forfeiture being deposited by 
Garrett. The contract was shown to Gould 
Saturday. It is understood that the tele­ 
graph business is to go to the Western 
Union Company aud the express business 
to the Adams Kxpress Company. 


W ILL CONSIDER T H E PROPOSITIONS. 
N ew York. March 10th —The Executive 
Committee of the 
Richmond Term inal

THE TOPOLOBAKPO FRAUD. 
The Topolobampo utopian scheme has 
proven a flat failure. Its story is like that 
of many another one. Thecrank Owen, who 
so deluded some 500 confiding people as to 
immigrate to Sinaloa to found a Socialist 
colony, where every one was to be happy 
and own everything- everybody else pos­ 
sessed, ought to be driven into the sea, if 
the half that is told by escaped colonists 
is true. Instead of the rose-colored pict­ 
ure Owen drew, the reality proved the 
most disenchanting. The lands are either 
worthless or poor; the “city” a mere clus­ 
ter of rugged tents and matting “ lean-tos; ’ 
the salubrious climate is lieat at 104° by 
day, drenching fogs by night, and “ ma­ 
laria everywhere.” The crystal-pure water 
is not to be found, and such apology for it 
as is used is brought eleven miles in bar­ 
rels on a foul-smelling schooner. The ir­ 
rigation promised is forty-live miles and 
$400,000 distant. Small-pox has broken 
out among the colonists, and there are no 
hospital supplies ou hand or physicians 
who are willing to care for the sick. 
Measles, scarlet fever and liowel com­ 
plaints prevail, and deaths are frequent. 
Not even burial is accorded the dead, the 
bodies being thrown to the sharks in the 
hay. The food is poor, and miserably 
cooked hv a virago who rules the camp. 
No one is allowed to cook for himself, 
and all eat at a common table in the open 
air. One frame building, 16 by 30, has 
been built, but < )\ven reserves it wholly to 
himself, and not another stick of lumber 
is to he had. On stock lie subscribed, 
Owen has not paid up a cent. Instead of 
$150,000 being in the treasury, there is 
less than $10,000. Instead of the colonists 
being all pure, good, chosen men and wo­ 
men, there is among them a large element 
that left the eonntry for the country’s 
good, and wrangling, quarrelling, abuse of 
women, arc reported and a general state of 
discontent and disorder. Some thirty of 
the colonists, after having sacrificed all 
they had in the world, and buried some of 
their children in the salt sands of the in­ 
hospitable place, escaped a few days ago, 
and after many perils at sea, reached 
(iuyanias, where their great misfortune and 
pitiful condition so moved the railroad 
officials that they were passed free to 
Nogales. From there some of them have 
reached Los Angeles, where they tell a 
woeful tale of deceptions and fraud, of 
quarrelling, 
discontent and 
misery. 
Stanley, the leader of the band that went 
from this State to give its life to the work 
of the ‘ Credit Foncier” died in the 
hospital, a miserable hut made oí Mexican 
matting. According to the story of Mr. 
Hawkins, of Minnesota, late the attorney 
for the Communistic gathering, and now in 
I,os Angeles, there is one genuine hero in 
the colony, a Mr. T. \V. Gleun, of Han­ 
ford, in this State. When the physicians 
in the camp refused to attend to those 
sick with small-pox, because of lack of 
medical supplies with which to treat 
them, Gleun. who had been a druggist 
at 
Hanford, left 
his 
new - made 
wife, immured himself in the hospital, and 
is alone nursing and caring for the afflicted 
inmates, while his bride of a few days acts 
as messenger between the settlement and 
the pesthonse, carrying to her devoted hus­ 
band food and such poor comforts as can 
be secured for the sick and dying. It is a'l 
a pitiful tale, but it is only a repetition of 
the old, old story, with slight mollifica­ 
tions, of the search for Utopia, and the es­ 
tablishment of social organizations upon 
plans of communism. They have pretty 
much all failed; they haye invariably )>een 
led by cranks,brokergup by discontent, ar.d 
illustrated the truth with new emphasis, 
that men are not yet advanced, nor will 
they ever be, to that stage when they can 
live in groups without the restraints and 
protection of laws, and that they never can 
attain by a single bound to those peaceful, 
helpful and wholly happy conditions in 
society that such would-be “ Moseses” as 
Albur Owen preach a« possible. When 
devotees to the utopian idea, such as were 
the Topolobampo colonists, are grouped to­ 
gether apart from the world of men, it de­ 
velops that they are moved by the same 
motives, actuated by the same hopes and 
desires, influenced by the same passions 
and fears, which are manifest among men 
everywhere. In short they soon discover 
that the declaration of a principle is not a 
guarantee of happiness, nor a new group­ 
ing of social elements the equivalent of re- 
iortnation. Franks, fools and the con­ 
scienceless lead 
in these chimerical 
schemes, and disappointment, sorrow and 
w.>e bring up the rear. 


ing of the question, and ready to deciente 
rather than increase the institutions for 
dependents. 
Let there lie such agitation 
of the matter that the public will demand 
action touching the seat of the disease, 
m-tead of continuing to treat symptoms. 
At the present rate of growth the institu­ 
tions to be supported by the State will 
presently outweigh the possibilities of the 
public treasury. 
W e are absolutely doing 
nothing to reform prisoners, or save ne­ 
glected yoiith from drifting into vi.ious 
ways, while we are directly fostering a 
system that 
encourages 
imafiectionate 
parents and next of kin to shift natural 
responsibilities upon the State. 
As a re­ 
sult, our orphan asylums are being filled 
up by youths who ought to be cared for by 
those nature makes accountable for them. 
Our jails are crowded by shiftless men and 
boys, living upon the taxpayers of the 
counties, when they should lie at work and 
contributing to the productive capacity of 
the country. 
Our convicts are turned out 
from State l ’risons under a system that in­ 
evitably forces them back into criminal 
ways. 
Our reform “ institutions”— such 
as they arc— treat youth confined therein 
as criminal by nature, and brand them for 
all after life with the stigma attaching to 
the uniform of a semi-penal institution. 
The more “ institutions” we provide, the 
greater the demand appears to be upon 
their capacity; so ont of all 
propor­ 
tion is the number of our dependents to 
the aggregate population, that we occupy 
the unenviable position of being first 
among all the States in the number of in­ 
stitutional inmates, though among the 
youngest of the States in the Union. 
There must be an end to this abnormal 
growth of vice and dependence. 
It can 
not goon and society maintain any symmet­ 
rical proportions. 
We must begin the 
work of preventing ills some time, and 
the sooner we enter upon the work the less 
difficult the task. The present Legislature 
has failed to do anything looking to a new 
departure, but has been forced to vote sup­ 
port to “ institutions” in a largely and 
startliugly increased sum. 
Under 
our 
present system of turning the key upon 
offenders and trusting to the reformatory 
influence of prison walls and prison bars 
and institutional correctives, we are simply 
augmenting the census of the dependent 
and criminal classes, and multiplying the 
burdens of society. 
We must within the 
next few years begin the work of preven­ 
tion and abandon our methods of cure, or 
California will be hopelessly enslaved by 
her “ institutions.” 


THE SLAVERY OF "INSTITUTIONS." 


The tendency to institutionize this State 
is a dangerous one, and should he checked. 
The idea that reforms can be effected 
among the lawless, the wayward and the 
youthful unfortunates only in “ institu­ 
tions,” is gravely wrong, and needs correc­ 
tion. 
Now that the Legislature is about 
at an end, let the friends of the better 
methods eo instruct the public mind ou 
this subject that when another Legislature 
meet-, there will be sent up to the capital 
men perfectly clear in their understand-

SENATE. 


The resolutions of the Legislature, pe­ 
titioning Congress 
to 
investigate 
the 
hydraulic mining question, and to survey 
the navigable rivers of the State with a 
view to their restoration, are objectionable 
only in not specifying the kind of mining 
alleged to be in extremis. 
Hydraulic min­ 
ing only has been the cause of complaint 
in the valley, and it alone is checked by 
the mandate of the Courts. 
However, the 
investigation, if ordered, will develop all 
the facts, and the valley, being conscious 
of the justice of its cause, has nothing to 
fear. If it is possible for Federal engineers 
to devise a scheme 
to save hydraulic 
mining as an industry, and at the same 
time fully and completely remove all pos­ 
sible danger to the valley from its protec­ 
tion, no one will l>e more rejoiced than 
the low-land dwellers. 
They do not be­ 
lieve such accomplishment possible of 
achievement, and hence have nothing to 
fear— no matter how the 
question is 
viewed— from any governmental investi­ 
gation, while they have a great deal to 
gain, for no Commission competent for the 
work vill examine the rivers and fail to 
report the imperative need for their recla­ 
mation, and restoration to a condition ap­ 
proaching to that of their former useful­ 
ness. 
T h e Governor’s veto of the stamp and 
label bill has been maintained. 
In the 
debate preceding the vote it was urged, as 
often l>efore, that while the bill, if a law, 
would work hardships if enforced uni­ 
formly and equally, yet they would be all 
avoided, because the sentiment of the peo­ 
ple would prevent its enforcement against 
all but Chinese. 
It was stated a little 
more guardedly, sometimes, but stripped of 
disguises that was the meaning. 
Abso­ 
lutely, such chatter is silly. 
The utterers 
of this absurd doctrine are unfit to fill the 
seats of law-makers. 
Here we have it 
openly announced by men sworn to do 
even-handed justice that the purpose of a 
proposed law is to have it enforced as 
against one class, but to become a dead 
letter as to all others. 
What would such 
gentlemen say to a Court if one of the in­ 
tended exempts should be brought to bar 
for infraction of the law ? 
Would they 
have the effrontery to plead that ¿lie law 
was a joke as to them, hut solemn fact as to 
others? Would these law-makers (Heaven 
save the mark) justify the Courts of the 
land in like procedure under other laws, 
loosing and tying at will ? 
What kind of 
a system of jurisprudence and administra­ 
tion ofcrimiual laws forsooth, would these 
new-fledged Solomons substitute for that 
under which the laws are made for all the 
people, and that exacts 
adherence 
to 
them on the part of all? 


I n dismissing a recent complaint against 
several oflie'ers, the San Francisco 1'olice 
Commissioners say: 
“ The trouble about 
the |K>lice force in certain quarters, from 
which it is constantly assailed, is this : 
That it cannot be controlled for political 
purposes, and that there is no political 
power in this State that can keep a man 
on the police force who has proved himself 
unfit for the place; and there is where the 
shoe pinches. 
In our judgment it were 
well for the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco and its people if for all time the shoe 
should continue to pinch just there.” 
We 
rejoice that opportunity has given the 
Commission liberty to say as much. 
It is 
a direct slap in the facie to bosses and boss- 
ism. 
These modern overseers of voting 
chattels would not only own the police 
forces of the whole country, if they could, 
but the teachers in the schools, and the 
administrators of asylums and charities. 
In fact, we know of departments of educa­ 
tion where the bosses from behind the for­ 
tifications of their power dictate to school 
boards, determine who may and who shall 
not teach the young idea how to shoot, re­ 
solve tqion the distribution of the patron­ 
age of educational 
departments, deter 
mine 
the sanitary regulations of cit­ 
ies, 
pass 
judgment 
upon 
the 
con­ 
tinuation or abatement of 
the 
>mells 
of 
the 
sewers, ami decree, ia 
fact, 
what degree of cleanliness cities may en­ 
joy, end with what nuisances they must 
put up. 
As for police forces, a> a rule, 
they are the most convenient tools of the 
bosses. 
If in San Francisco the Commis­ 
sion has snatched the police force from 
them, the metropolis has reason to thank 
heaven. 
It gives hope for reform in other 
quarters. 


Tiiitilst>ay, March 10th. 
The Senate met at 10 o’clock a. 3¡.. the Presi­ 
dent in the chair. 
Jones offered a resolution providing for a com­ 
mittee, to act with a like committee ou behalf 
ot the Assembly, to make up a list of such bills, 
in both houses, as have uo opposition, these 
only to be considered during the present ses­ 
sion. The it-solution was vigorously opposed 
by Vrooman and Murphy, and withdrawn. 
A. B. 287, *to provide lor the organization and 
government of water districts, was passed. 
8. B. 451, allowing the Directors ot the Indus­ 
trial Home of the Adult Blind to use the moneys 
received from tee sale of manufactured goods 
niul wares for the purchase of raw material and 
the expense attending its manufacture, was 
passed, but Meaney gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider. 
Haynes *alled up liis motion to reconsider the 
vote ivliercby S. B. 125, relating to school land 
warrants, had been refused passage. Lost. 
The .Senate refused to recede from its amend­ 
ment to A. B. 13, relating to the prosecution of 
stone work at the State iTisou, and Messrs. Ges­ 
ford, Hall and Jones were appointed a commit­ 
tee to confer with a like committee on behaii of 
the Assembly. 
Assembly messages were taken up, and A. Bs. 
376 and 370 were, under suspension of the rules, 
passed. 
Gesford and Bowers asked indefinite leave of 
absence, on account of pressing business de­ 
manding their presence at their homes. 
Granted. 
Vrooman and White hoped that both Senators 
would remain and assist ia disposing of the 
matters still pending. It was at the close of the 
session that efforts were usually made to rush 
improper measures through the Legislature, 
ami the presence of every member was desired. 
Bowers said that he had fulfilled his contract 
with the State, and stayed a week beyond, aud 
his business interests required his presence in 
San Diego. 
Gesford said that if permitted to go to Napa 
for one day he would return, and finally asked 
leave of absence for one day. 
Vrooman said that for one he would ba will­ 
ing to have the Senate adjourn over one day. or 
to adjourn sine die, but he could not consent to 
the absence of any Senator now on the eve of 
final adjournment. 
Gesford’s motion for leave of absence for one 
day was refused.

The report 
was not adopted. 
The constitutional provision was suspended 
and A. B. 371 declared a case of urgency, read 
the second and third times mid passed. [It pro­ 
vides for a deficiency in the appropriation lor 
prisoners for the thirty-sixth fiscal year. 
A. B. 348, relating to the powers and duties of 
Trustees of reclamation districts. Read third 
time and amended. 
Meaney introduced a bill, by permission, ap­ 
propriating $5,000 for contingent expenses of the 
Legislature. [Ihe bill was intended to meet the 
expenses of contested election eases.] 
Camiuetti opposed the second reading of the 
bill on the ground that it was intended for the 
purpose of paying some outrageously exorbitant 
claims allowed by the Committee on Elections, 
amounting to ucmly $8,000, in the Ryland-Couk- 
liu case. 
The bill was declared one of urgency and 
passed. Caminetti giving notice of a motion to 
reconsider. 
Steele called up his motion to reconsider the 
vote whereby S. B. 81 was refused passage. [The 
bill relates to the duties, etc., of Mayors and 
Couneilmen of cities having not to exceed 10.UU0 
population.] Last. 
Hall submitted the majority report of the 
Committee ou Elections ift the cases of Hyland 
vs. Conklin, Williams vs. Crimmlns, and Gudc 
vs. McDonald. The sums allowed for the ex­

Murphy moved that the consideration of the 
report be made the special order for 8 o’clock 
l*. m. So ordered. 
The iimended fish and game bill came up on 
its final reading aud was passed. 
[A message was received from the Governor 
announcing his approval of Senate bills 39,127 
and 430 ] 
A. B. 199, relating to forming juries in crimi­ 
nal cases, was passed. Sargent gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider. 
A. B. 208, to validate proceedings for the reor­ 
ganization of municipal corporations. Bassed. 
Also, A. B. 35, for the better protection of set­ 
tlers ou public hinds. 
A message was received from the Assembly 
announcing that it had receded from its amend 
mc.nt to tí. B. 391, relating to supj>ort of tlie 
Adult Biind Asylum, and the bhl was ordered 
to enrollment. 
A. B. 564, providing for mileage of Presidential 
Electors, for the 40th fiscal year, was declared a 
case of urgency and passed. 
Abbott offered a resolution naming Haynes, 
Chandler and Caminetti as a committee to con­ 
fer with a similar committee of the Assembly to 
determine upon seme time for adjourning tine 
die. Adopted. 
A nussage was received from the Assembly 
announcing that that body declined to accede 
to the Senate amendment to the County Govern­ 
ment Act icstiictiug the power of Supervisors 
to impose license taxes ou the liquor traffic. 
Steele moved that the Senate recede from its 
amendment. So ordered. 
Murphy moved (at 1:20 p. m.) to take a recess 
till 7:30. Carried. 
E vening Session. 
On reassembling, Gesford offered a resolution 
appointing the State Superiutendent of Public 
Instruction and two others, to 3>e named by the 
Governor, a committee to attend the Convention 
ot the National Teachers’ As>ociation, soon to 
be held in Chicago, and urge that body to hold 
its next nuuual Convention in California. 
Adopted. 
On motion of Vrooman, the Senate took up A. 
B. 40, relating to work on streets, sewers, etc., in 
incorporated cities, made it a case of urgency 
and passed the bill. 
A. B. 118, relating to the time and place where 
salts of property for delinquent taxes shall be 
held, was read the third time and passed. 
The Senate next reached on the file A. B. 107, 
to pay D. Jordan $50.000 for work nDd labor per­ 
formed upon and material furnished in tlie Con­ 
struction of the State Prison ut Folsom. 
[ i his is the bill to secure the passage of which 
it has beeu repeatedly adegea the lobby had 
been supplied with $21,000. Certain it is that 
every time the bill has been reached the lobby 
was ou hand in full force, and its rauks were 
full on this occasion. | 
Meaney. Cairinan of (he Claims Committee, 
explained the nature of the claim, and held 
that Jordan had been badly treated by the State 
aud Architect Bennett, aud that he should be 
paid. In reply to a question the speaker said 
he did not kuow whether or not the State Board 
of Examiners had passed upon the claim, i 
Goucher spoke in behalf of allowing the claim. 
Crandall opposed it, chiefly on the ground 
that it had never been submitted to the Board 
of Examiners, and had been rejected by former 
Legislatures. 
Moifitt advocated the passage of the bill. It 
had passed the Assembly and reached a third 
reading in the Senate, and he did not l»elieve 
there could be anything bad in it. 
White read from Jordan’s testimony given be­ 
fore the committee, showing that his claim was 
for $40,325. 
Meaney explained that Jordan claimed he 
would have made $20.000 out of his contract, 
and the committee thought he should be al­ 
lowed one-half his estimated profiis. 
The bill was passed—ayes. 24; noes, 12. And 
the lobby rejoiced aud were exceeding glad. 
The Con ereuce Committee on adiournment 
sine die reported that the joint committees of the 
two Houses had agreed wpou Fr.day, March 
lllh, at 1 o’clock p. m., as the hour for final ad­ 
journment; and the committee submitted a res­ 
olution to that effect, which was adopted. 
Roth submitted a protest against the passage 
of A. B. 521 (relating to the dismissal and modi­ 
fication of injunction*), signed by a large num­ 
ber of Senators, recitiug the action taken there­ 
on, and which the protestante declared to be in­ 
formal and illegal. 
The protest was ordered spread upon the 
journal. 
A message whs received from tlie Assembly, 
announcing that that body declined to adopt 
the report of the conference committee fixing 
Friday. March 11th, at 1 o’clock J . M., as the 
time lor final adjournment. 
Caminetti presented the minority report of 
the Committee ou Elections in the cases of 
Williams vs. Crimmins, Gude vs. McDonald and 
Ryland vs. Conkliu. The document was a very 
long one. and in vigorous language condemned 
the abu*e of the eu>tom in vogue, as ouúiued iu 
the majority report. It declared that Congress 
did not allow expenses of this kind, and there 
was no law of this or any other State justifying 
any such allowances by the Legislature. At 
best, oDly the successful, or seated, candidates 
should he allowed a tair sum for their expenses. 
While, under the existing custom in ihw State, 
the 
minority of the committee 
were 
disposed to allow each of the contest­ 
ants In these cases a reasonable sum 
for their expenses incurred in these contests, 
the minority recommended that some action be 
taken by the present Legislature that would for­ 
ever put a stop to these outrages upon the tax­ 
payers of the State. In no case, however, should 
a sum be allowed a contestant greater than that 
which would be allowed in a Court of justice. 
The report then proceeded to explain all the 
items contained in the several accounts, and 
recommended reductions as follows, based on 
what would be the legal charges in a Court:

Caminetti offered the minority report asa sub­ 
stitute for the majority report, and made a vig­ 
orous argument in support of the ground therein 
taken, and the sums recommended to be al­ 
lowed the several contestants. 
He was followed by Jones, who also con­ 
demn <*d the lavish expenditures proposed by 
the majority report. 
Vrooman spoke at some length against the 
majority report. He said : 
Mr. l*rcsident: J think that this is a matter 
that should be very carefully considered. Of 
course, if this case were all that was in­ 
volved, it would not be worthy of any discus­ 
sion. or any loss of time ; but, sir, I think every 
Senator upon this ftror can see, if the majority 
report is adopted in this case, a foundation will 
have been laid for a contest iu every Senatorial 
and Assembly District m this State from this on. 
Why, there is no rule of law. or of practice, 
anvwhere on earth, under the operation of 
wh’ich a defeated party can recover his costs 
and attorney fees in any case. I would like to 
kuow where tlie safeguard wfl! be if we are to 
adopt a rule here that a contestant in a case oí 
this kind is entitled not only to be reimbursed, 
but to receive an exorbitant fee I; does seem 
to me, rir. that if any fees or costs at all 
are to be allowed in cases of this kind, that they 


should be limited to the mectssful party, and 
and that this Senate should not offer contestants 
a premium to come here and attempt to defeat 
the will of the people. That is exactly what 
you will do if you vote to adopt the majority 
report in this case. Whoever heard of paying 
au attorney’s foe and then paying his hotel bill, 
his whisky bill, his cigar bill and his railroad 
fare? Such a thing is unheard of, aud there is 
not a Senator upon this floor who would, for one 
moment, consider this question if he were trans­ 
acting his own business. It is not out of place 
to call your attention at this time to the fact that 
out oí forty-six bills that have passed 
this body, anil been approved by the 
Governor, twenty-two of them are appropria 
tiou bills, and that the «mount already appro­ 
priated amounts to $500,OCX)—and that does not 
luclude the $50,000 Dennis Jordan claims bill 
that has passed this Senate to-night. Now, Sen­ 
ators, I do hope that in this m atter you will es­ 
tablish a precedent that will in the future 
prevent such contests ms have been com­ 
menced against the sitting members of this Sen­ 
ate, as shown by the reports both of the ma­ 
jority and minority of your Committee on Elec­ 
tions. It appears, sir, that contests were com­ 
menced here aud not prosecuted at all, aud that 
out of the three contests but one of them had 
any merits whatever. Only one of them was 
ever commenced with any thought or idea of 
carrying it to a conclusion. The contests 
against Senators McDonald and Crimmins were 
absolutely devoid oi merit. The Kvland-Conklin 
contest was the only one that was carried on 
with any hope of success. Now, I say, Senators, 
let us establish a rule, let us lay down the prin­ 
ciple which prevails everywhere in mattersof 
this kind: That none but the prevailing party 
is entitled to liis costs. Why, sir, as ihe tícnator 
from Amaoor in his report says, this m atter of 
allowing expenses to contestants, awarding 
enormous attorney’s lees to contestants, grew to 
be such an abuse in Congress that as a matter of 
self protection they had to pass a law that neither 
party was entitled to fees. Thut is what it will 
lead to here. I think, sir, if this Senate should 
vote to pay the successful party his fees and 
costs that it should go no farther, and I hope that 
will be tlie rule which we will lay dow n upon 
this occasion. 
Sullivan moved tlie adoption of the majority 
report 
Caminetti called for a division of the question, 
there being a resolution in each. ca-e. Carried. 
The roll was called on the clause of the mi­ 
nority report allowing Conklin $993 15. Lost. 
Lenahan moved to make the sum $1,200. 
Lost 
Jones moved to make it $1,600. Carried. 
Iu the case of Ryland the sum of $2,293 was 
allowed. 
Each item was stubbornly iought throughout 
the list, and finally the Senate allowed these 
sums, after a stormy wrangle : 
Crimmins, $990; Williams, $475; McDonald, 
SOW; Gude, $150; Girvin {photographer), $260: 
Kefod (Sergeant-at-Arms), $144. Total amount 
allowed, $7,297. 
Vrooman offered a concurrent resolution pro­ 
viding that the Legislature adjourn sine die at 
midnight on Friday, March 11th. Adopted 
unanimously. 
A message was shortly afterward received 
from the Assembly auuouocing that that body 
had amended the resolution by substituting 
noon ou Saturday, and upon motion the 
amended resolution—to adjourn on Saturday, 
was agreed to. The Senate then adjourned to 
half-past 1 p. m. to-morrow. 


HTI.LS PASSED. 
The following bills were read a third time and 
passed : tí. B. 61, providing for the deficiency 
in the appropriation for rent and contingent ex­ 
penses ol Insurance Commissioner for the thirty- 
seventh fiscal year ; A. B. 209, relating to Justices 
of the Peace and Justices’ Courts in general; S. B. 
144, providing for the construction of a drainage 
canal in city of Stockton ; A. B. 144, relating to 
the counting of ballots at elections; S B. 330, 
giving the Coulterville and Yosemite Turnpike 
Company the right to sue tire State for alleged 
damages caused bv the construction of a road 
by the Yosemite Turnpike Company; S. C. A., 
to propose to the people of the State an amend­ 
ment to the Constitution of the State relative ot 
the salaries of the Judiciary Department; A. B. 
2U2, relating to Justices of the Peace ; tí. B. 833, 
to protect life and property against the careless 
and malicious use ol handling dynamite and 
other explo.-ives; S. B. 56, authorizing executors 
and administrators to make mortgages and 
leases of the real estate of decedents; tí. B. 450, 
to pay the officers and men of the tíecond Brig­ 
ade, «4. G. (*., for guard auty performed by them 
in olxidlencc to the order ov the Governor to 
suppress San Francisco riots; S. B. 116, authoriz­ 
ing the State Printer to appoint a deputy; S. B. 
449, providing for the salaries of additional 
clerks iu the Controller’s office: S. B. 51, relating 
to salaries of Supreme Court officers. 
Taylor introduced a bill by leave appropriat­ 
ing $500 for mileage ot Presidential electors for 
the fortieth fiscal year, this item having been 
omitted from the general appropriation bill. It 
was finally passed under suspension of the Con­ 
stitution. 
During the day a Committee of Conference, 
composed of three members from each House, 
iivas appointed to consider the different resolu­ 
tions relative to adjourning sine die. Tbeir re 
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favored the report; Mathews of Tehama de­ 
nounced it as not honest. He claiuitd thut the 
Legislature owed a duty to the títatc—that of 
passing tlie apportionment bill and certain defi­ 
ciency «dlls. aud. as honest men, they dare not 
return to their constituencies without passing 
them. 
This discussion stirred up much pad blood. 
The House became quite noisy, members be­ 
came imnlly, impertuieiit to tpeaker pro tern. 
Brierly, who was in the chair. 
The fatter ac­ 
cused Young of tían Joaquin of trying to bulldoze 
the chair, aud the gentleman from títockton re­ 
torted in language more strong than polite The 
previous question was moved on every motion, 
and lor full two hours the House was in an in­ 
terminable jangle equal to an ordinary levee 
under a call ot the House, when things mu loose 
ai both ends. 
• 
Carr introduced the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted by the House: 
Resolved, That it is the judgment of the Assem­ 
bly that the right to grant license to retail liquor 
dealers belongs cxciusively to the Boards of Su­ 
pervisors of the several counties. 
At 10 o’clock and 15 minutes Taylor offered a 
resolution that the Legislature adjourn sine die 
at midnight Friday. Cooley moved the previous 
question. The resolution was adopted by 46 
ayes to 14 noes. 
Brierly gave notice that he would move a re­ 
consideration on to-morrow. 
Venable moved to susp ud the rules and take 
up the motion to reconsider. 
Brierlv suid there was a disposition on the 
part of the House to bow in humble submission 
to the Senate aud what is said to be the will of 
the Governor. 
There was a flood of motions and disorder pre­ 
vailed to such an extent that Venable, who 
occupied the chair, sang out at the top of his 
voice, •* Gentlemen, don’t forget that you are 
gentlemen!” 
Venable, in order to restore order, withdrew 
his motion. 
Hyde moved that the Chair immediately 
transmit to the Senate the fact that the House 
bad passed a resolution to adjourn sine die Fri­ 
day at midnight. 
Mathews of Tehama a ose to a point of order. 
He said such action could not be taken so long 
as the motion to reconsider was pending. 
This precipitated auotlier augry debate, in 
which Sims of Nevada asked the members to 
get down to work and act with common decency. 
In order to prevent the breaking up of the ses­ 
sion in disorder, Brierly withdrew his motion to 
reconsider. [App!ause.[ 
Davis of riacer gave notice that he on to­ 
morrow would move to reconsider the vote. 
The Chair then decided that the point of or­ 
der made by Mathews of Tehama was well 
taken. 
Granger appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. The House sustained the Chair by a 
vote of 2S ayes, noes 13. 
At this juncture the Secretary of the Senate 
came in and read a resolution adopted by tne 
Senate that the Legislature adjourn sine die 
Friday at midnight. Applause. 
Venable moved to take up Senate messages. 
Motions to lay on the table, to postuone, to ad­ 
journ intervened, but all were voted dowu and 
Venable’s motion prevailed. 
When this Súmate mes-age was taken up 
Ma'hews of Tehama took the floor and pleaded 
with the members not to act foolishly, not to go 
on record as making fools of themselves by ad­ 
j mrniug before needed measures were passed, 
xle referred to the lax levy, school bills, and 
other legislation which would prove disastrous 
to the State. They could not afl’ord to take this 
high handed and loolish step. He begged the 
members to think well before they committed 
political suicide and did irreparable injury to 
the State. 
Lawrence said he wanted to go home as bad 
os anyliody, but he agreed entirelv with the re­ 
marks made by Ma'liews of Tehama. He 
moved that the consideration of this resolution 
be made a special order for Friday, «it 5 i\ m. 
The motion received several seconds. 
Ca? roll and Carr both opposed this motion to 
make it a speciftl order. 
Davis >aid this motion to adjourn was a gigan­ 
tic swindle, iu the interest of some private book 
firms. It meant the loss of the County Govern­ 
ment bill. It meant the ca,ll ol an extra session. 
The motion to make it a special order was 
lost.McDonnell moved to amend by making it 12 
noon on Saturday. Carried—ayes 26, noes 22. 
The resolution as amended was then adopted, 
and the House agreed to adjourn sine die tíatur- 
day at noon, by the following vote:

This Legislature will go down into history as 
one where the rising to questions of privilege 
was the rule rather than tne exception. 
Immediately after the reading ot the Assem­ 
bly journal to-day LaBlanc of San Franc sco 
arose to a question of privilege. He read a 
newspaper accouut of his arrest and imprison­ 
ment. and stated that while there were s «me in- 
«\eeuracies in the report, it was substantially 
correct. 
He then detailed minutely the facts 
connected with his arrest aud imprisonment on 
a warrant sworn to by Mr. Bull, who, he said, 
was a member of the law firm of Jordan & Bull. 
The election in his district was very close, and 
he had heard some talk of a contest, and had 
spoken to Speaker Jo:dan regarding it. The 
latter recommended LaBlanc to consult Mr. 
Bull. 
He did so. furnishing such facts 
as he had at hand. LaBlanc said he 
knew the contestant had no case, and 
he had no idea of receiving any money from the 
State. He had since ascertained that contests 
were often maintained for the money there was 
in it. Young, his opponent’s «illy, had said to 
LaBlanc that the comestaut had no ease. Tlie 
case was before tlie committee but a very few 
moments, and was dismissed, there being no 
ground for a contest. Bull made out the item­ 
ized bill, which was presented to the commit­ 
tee. LaBlanc said he was not posted in such 
matters. He made inquiries as to the proper dis­ 
position of the money he received from the 
State, $o07, of which $400 was designated as at­ 
torney fees. He received various advice. Many 
said, aud he himself believed, that SH 0 was au 
ample foe for all the services rendered by Bull 
or that lie was called upon to render. No evidence 
lmd been taken, and the services of a lawyer 
had not been brought into requisition. He had 
entered into lio contract with Bud. lie hud 
received the warrant, drawn the money, 
had called ou 
Mr. Bull, 
and offered 
to make a fair and equitable settlement. 
Hull demanded $100. He said the committee 
awarded it to him, and that he would have it. 
LaBlanc told him that the Assembly had given 
him $507 for excuses, aud he should not turn 
over $40.) of it to a party who had earned no part 
of it. After this conversation, when at his seat 
in the assembly, a page came und informed 
him that the Speaker desired to see him in the 
Library. He went out and was confronted by 
Speaker Jordan and Mr. Bull. Jord«m, he said, 
remarked, •* I hear yon refuse to pay Mr. Bull 
l«is claim. Such action is unheard of. and if you 
do not pay his claim I will have you brought 
before the bur of the House.” He said, “ I in­ 
formed the Speaker that I proposed to pay Mr. 
Bull what I considered was lair and ri?nt. 1 
also told the Speaker that I-thought he was tak­ 
ing great interest iu a m atter in which it was 
supposed he had no interest; when the Speaker 
again threatened me with the bar of the House. 
1 then asked the Speaker to allow Mr. Bull aud 
myself to settle our own difficulties.” 
Then, with much feeling. Mr. LaBlanc re­ 
ferred to the indiguities that he had received 
at the hands of Mr. Bull : how he wus awoke at 
thr middle of night, arrested by two jioliceiuen, 
escorted to the city prison, and thrown into a 
cell like «i common felon, upon a warrant sworn 
to by Bull. He was placed in prison, locked up 
and deprived of his fiber y from i;:w to 8 a. m., 
when some of his friends, hearing of his incar­ 
ceration, came to his rescue and secured his 
release. The police had told him while en 
route to prison that if he would put up a deposit 
of $500 they would allow him to go on liis owu 
recognizance. This he had refused to do, al 
though he had that amount in his pocket. He 
never had wronged any one in his life, never 
defrauded a man, woman or child out oí a cent; 
served his country three years in the war of the 
rebellion, and had never before been arrested, 
locked up, or even rested under the suspicion of 
doing wrong. He keenly felt the mortification, 
he said, and realized the irreparable injury that 
had been done him. the result and outcome of 
which he did not at this time core to discuss. 
Knox, who is r member of the Committee on 
Elections, arese to a question of privilege and 
said that LaBlanc had furnished the Committee 
ou Elections an itemized statement of his ex­ 
penses iu the contest. Among these was one of 
$750 for attorney’s fees. The committee cut this 
item down to $400. After the committee had 
taken such action he met Mr. LaBlanc and they 
talked the m atter over. He said to Knox that 
he did not propose paying Bull the $fo0. He 
said he had offered Mr. Bull $300. but that he 
refused to take it. He had consulted an at­ 
torney and a tícnator and several others about 
the m atter and they lmd advfsed him that be 
could pay what bethought was sufficient; tta t 
they believed $200 was sufficient and advised 
him not to pay any more; he would not pay 
any more than $300 as he had been to a large 
expense and he proposed to keep the batanee to 
repay him for his expenses. Mr. Kuox said this 
would be treating the committee and Assembly 
in bad faith, as they had allowed the amount 
lor the use specified. To this Mr. LaBlanc had 
replied that he would not pay it, and that he 
defied the committee and the House aud any­ 
body else. 
La Blanc again took the floor. Slightly 
excited and with much feeling he said 
he was surprised at the remarks which 
had been made by the member from Los 
Angeles. He called upon God to witness that 
he had never used such language as had been 
attributed to him. He had not defied the com­ 
mittee; b«id not defied the House; but he had 
told Mr. Knox that he would not submit to 
being bulldozed by the Speaker. 
Spea ker Jordan also rose to a question of priv­ 
ilege, and said : In so much «es a portion or the 
remark* of Mr. LaBlanc refer to myself, it is 
proper that I should see that the statement he 
nas just made— that he was arrested by a war­ 
rant sworn out by Mr. Bull and myself— is not 
true. I have never sworn out any warrant for 
his app ehension, neither pcr.onalJy nor in con­ 
junction with Mr. Bull or any other person. 
Nor did 1 have an* thing to do with his a’rest. 
So far as the interview in the Library, to which 
he refers, is concerned, Í desire :o a y that I 
went into the Library iu re-ponse to a message 
from Mr. Bull. 1 was then lor the first time in­ 
formed of his refusal to pay over the $4 -0, which 
this House liad voted for attorney fees. I at 
once sent for Mr. LaBlanc, and as sed him if this 
was true, and upon his saying that is wa« 
told him that unless he Complied with 
the order of the House and paid over 
the $400 to his attorney I should report him to 
the Home and this I fully intended to do, deem­ 
ing his action an iufraciion of the order of the 
House. I’pon second thought, however. I con­ 
cluded to let the m atter take its course, lest some 
ont* might think that my action was prompted 
bv some personal interest. In this connect!- n 
permit me to say that I have no interest in this 
matter whaierer. It is trne that Mr. Bull is my 
law partner, but when M r Ia* Blanc called at 
my office re garding his case 1 told him distinctly 
that I could not have anything to do with the 
matter and would not consent to have the firm 
interested in it as beinjj a member of the As­ 
sembly I would neccssatily have to sit «is one of 
the judges in the ca»«e when the committees report 
came into tlm House. Mr. Bull then asked me, 
if 1 would object to his taking the ease on his 
own account as an an offset to my absence from 
the office during the session of the Legislaure. 
wy reply was that I would not object to his Uk- 
in e the* case with that understanding, but that 
I should not consent to l»eing interested in it in 
any manner, neither in the lie which he might 
receive from vt. Not having any personal inter­ 
est in the case I do not desire to t «ke up more of 
your time in making further reply to the gentle­ 
man’s remarks, and would suggest that the mat­ 
ter be deferred to tlie decision of the Courts to 
which it has been carried. 
The m atter was then dropped aud the House 
proceeded to business.

At 12:15 a message was received from the Sen­ 
ate. announcing their concurrence in the reso­ 
lution to adjourn at noon on Saturday. At the 
conclusion of the reading it was greeted with 
applause. At 12:15 the House adjourned. 
LEGISLAT1YK .NOTTS. 
When Assembly Bill No. 34s (to amend 
Sections 3452, 3453 and 3454 of the Politi­ 
cal Code, relating to tlie powers, duties and 
compensation of Trustees of reclamation 
districts) came into the Senate, Mr. Dray 
opposed tfi e following clause: "And the 
several members of the Board snail each 
be entitled to receive, for actual and neces­ 
sary services performed, and for expenses 
incurred by them respectively, for and in 
the interest of the district, such compensa­ 
tion as the Board may determine to be 
just and reasonable, and shall allow, and 
the same shall constitute indebtedness of 
the district, for which warrants of the dis­ 
trict must be drawn and paid in the same 
manner and ont of tlie same fund as otlrer- 
warrants of the district.” 
Mr. Dray offered the following amend­ 
ment, which was adopted, and which will 
prevent Trustees from paying themselves 
large sums of money for their services: 
" Provided, that no warrant thus drawn 
shall be valid until approved by the Board 
of Supervisors of the proper county.” 
During the debate on the coniested-clec- 
tion cases last night, and when that of 
Williams vs. Crimmins was before the Sen­ 
ate. Gesford made a vigorous speech agaiust 
the whole business. He declared that most 
of the contests had not the shadow of 
merit, and were concocted tor the soic pur­ 
pose of raiding the public treasury. 
" Stripped,” he said, “ of ail covering, it is 
a bold, barefaced, unadulterated robbery! 
and,” he added. “ 1 am responsible for 
wbat I suy." He said that enough election 
contents coul l be inaugurated in San Fran­ 
cisco to absolutely bankrupt the State 
Treasury. 
Caminetti was equally denunciatory of 
the course pursued by the Senate, which 
body he declared to be the most extrava­ 
gant. one of the kind that had ever assem­ 
bled in this State. The time will come, he 
deflated, when the people will hold the 
members responsible for their wasteful ex­ 
travagance in dealing out the public 
moneys of the State. The Senator elo­ 
quently and vehemently denounced the 
whole line of appropriations made by the 
legislature. Being interrupted by McCar­ 
thy of San Francisco on an alleged point of 
order, "the little giant of Amador” com­ 
pletely squelched the brawny statesman 
from one of the south-of-Market-street dis­ 
tricts, whose " mental caliber,” he said, 
“ could not pilot anybody through the 
breakers of Parliamentary seas.”

Those rrovidecl for Hia H orses a t the 
N ational C apital.

New Yobk. March 9th.—The Suns 
Washington special correspondent has 
been interviewing Senator Stanford, who 
said : " You can rent anybody’s house any­ 
where, if you pay enough for it. What you 
can’t rent is a good stable for your horses.” 
Yesterday the Senator began to move into 
his new stables on L street. The $7,000 
landau, which Brewster made for him a 
year ago, required the enlarging of the ele­ 
vator by three feet in length before it could 
be taken up into the carriage-room on the 
second floor. The stable has cost so far 
$35,000, and is not fully completed. It is 
60x130, and has every convenience known 
horsemen. There are bathrooms for tlie 
horses, footmen and grooms ; parlors aud 
bedrooms for the latter, and the beautiful 
gold-plated harness has apartments for 
its good keeping that would bring 
tears of gratitude to the eyes of the 
most obdurate coachman. Senator Stan­ 
ford has but five horses here now, 
but will bring five more with him next 
December. These will be trotters, with 
the exception of one or two thoroughbreds. 
Stanford himself never rides horseback, 
but he has several, saddles in artistically- 
designed saddle-brackets in his harness 
room, and he keeps good riding-horses 
on the Palo Alto farm. He takes pleas­ 
ure in offering his thoroughbreds to 
his friends, and Secretary Fairchild, Mr. 
Bancroft and Librarian Spofford are down 
in his mind for a ride next fall on some of 
his superb animals. Stanford is the only 
Senator or Congressman who keeps a cow, 
and his prettv Jersey has a neatly 
finished stall all to herself adjoining 
the big 
open stalls intended 
for 
the Senators huge carriage blacks. 
The floor on which these two horses 
stand is said to be the best that can be 
made for horses. It is concreted in three- 
inch squares, with a perfect dip and drain­ 
age, and over the concrete is laid a two- 
inch oak fl Kir, which was caulked uuder 
Ihe Senator’s own eye by sailors brought 
from the navy yard.

D on't A ppreciate W ashington. 
The Woodland Mail of yesterday express­ 
ed itself unkindly relative to the neighbor­ 
ing town of Washington and the authori­ 
ties thereof, saying : ” The town of Wash­ 
ington ought tobe annexed to Sacramento, 
and for the sake of the Republican party 
and the public good we wish it were. That 
burg now seems to be a sort of rendezvous 
for all the tramps and thugs that are driven 
out of the Capital city by the police. The 
only parties benefited by this state of affairs 
at Washington seems to be the Democratic 
party of Yolo and the constables and Jus­ 
tice of the Peace at Washington. For tbe 
month of February the two constables of 
that township got in their work on the coun­ 
ty funds, for services in running vagrants 
into jaii at Woodland, to the tune oí $210, 
while the Justice of the Peace corrals fees 
to the amount of $155 for the same time. 
The township officers of Woodland during 
February put in bills as follows: Huston, 
constable fees, $9 20 ; Pace, constable fees, 
$10 80. Judge Ruggles did not file his 
bill, probably because it was so small he 
was ashamed of tt. The mileage (30 cents) 
amounts to $0 for every prisoner brought 
to Woodland. Some days three and four 
vags are brought up at a time by the enter­ 
prising Washington constable, and his 
mileage amounts in snch cases to from $18 
to $24. The Board of Supervisors ought to 
Eroviile Washington with a calaboose of 
er own. and instruct the township officers 
of that burg to keep their vermin there. 
At the present rate the Justice’s Court 
down there costs the county not less than 
$4.500 or $5,000 a year. The Washington 
district pays a very light tax proportion­ 
ately, and the outrageons bills it is getting 
in on the county for impounding vagrants 
in the county jail ought to be stopped.”

Clnnie O pera Honse. 
Clara Morris stands at the head of Amer­ 
ican female dramatic artists in certain 
emotional parts. She is as near to the per­ 
fection of acting, perhaps, in that line of 
characters as it is possible to attain. Her 
Fernande, in “ Miss Multon” last night, 
was tbe coinage of art, creating as com­ 
plete illusions by her refinement of the in­ 
tense as are to he lound in the history of 
the modem drama. Her impersonation, 
indeed, forms a standard by which the 
merit of true dramatic ait may be judged. 
As in painting there is over-color ol neces­ 
sity, as in poetry exaggeration of senti­ 
ment, and in fiction unreal intensification, 
so in dramatic art there is over color and 
exaggeration, and Clara Morris is sparing 
of neither; bat the purpose to be served 
justifies her. By no other means could 
she depict with such splendid effect the at­ 
trition of conflicting passions, or make the 
tempests of the soul so real to the auditor. 
It is much to be regretted that so small 
an audience was called out by such brill­ 
iant a example of the possibilities of dra­ 
matic genius. Such lack of patronage will 
discourage the effort to bring the best com­ 
panies here. It is said the prices were too 
high ; but tbe management declares that 
they are the same that prevailed in San 
Francisco, and that they rate proportion­ 
ately with the expense attendant upon such 
au engagement, and that the graded 
rates give free choice to high or 
low-priced seats. That the piece has 
been* plaved here before may have 
had some effect, but it was never given 
here with such a touch of genius and rare 
skill. The wonderiul facial play alone was 
a revelation of the true motive of the dra­ 
matic work, not before been fully inter­ 
preted by any actress who has preceded 
Miss Morris here. Her support was of the 
best. Mr. Miller as Maurice was the ideal 
of that character. Miss Kate Denin-Wil- 
son was to the life the loving, secretive, 
big-hearted Arabella, natural, easy, self­ 
possessed and true to nera't, while her foil, 
the Doctor Osborne of James Brennan, was 
up to such a standard as satisfies the exact­ 
ing taste. Miss Seward as Mathilde filled 
the part of the wife who supplanted Sarah 
Multon with a correct conception of the 
sentiment of the role. The two children, 
Clara and Angela Ogden, were remarkably 
effective, and not less successful than any 
others who took part, while theaged Belin. 
by H. B. Phillips, was one of the best "old 
men ’ efforts known to tbe stage. Though 
the audience was not large, it was select, 
representative of the best critical tasteof the 
city, and of the leading people of society. It 
was a responsive and thoroughly appre­ 
ciative audience, one that did not hesitate 
to give true merit pronounced evidences of 
its approval. To-night Miss Morris ap­ 
pears for the last time and in the emo­ 
tional drama “ Article 47,” in which it 
is claimed she is even stronger than in 
the play of last night. It is to be hoped 
tliat the attendance will be as large as the 
merit of the artists should command, and 
not such as to confirm a discouraged 
management in the inclination to cancel 
the engagement with Booth. 
H elp On the Good W ork. 
As an instance of what may be accom­ 
plished by a small expenditure and well- 
directed effort, the present extended in­ 
quiry for land in Placer county may be 
mentioned. The Supervisors of that county 
last season made aft appropriation of $400, 
which sum was by private subscription in­ 
creased to $600, to he used at the Seven­ 
teenth District Fair,«be Mechanics’ Insti­ 
tute Fair and the State Fair. With this 
sum the excellent committee appointed by 
the Board rendered most effective service! 
made the county’s resources known, and 
secured premiums to an extent that was 
most satisfactory. The representative in 
charge of the exhibit at tbe State Fair re­ 
turned to Newcastle with over $400 in hand 
as the net result of the enterprise, and 
which fund assisted greatly in Placer’s 
grand showing at the Citrus Fairs in Sacra­ 
mento and Chicago. The action of the Su­ 
pervisors in making this appropriation is 
commendable, and serves as a valuable pre­ 
cedent for the Supervisors of other counties 
in assisting tbe efforts of the Central Cali­ 
fornia Immigration Association in placing 
before the world the wonderful resources of 
this portion of this wonderiul State. 
Suit for Damages.—The case- of Frank 
Estabrook vs. Edward Christy—both resi­ 
dents of Folsom—came on for trial before a 
jury in Department One of the Superior 
Court yesterday, and advanced to the tak­ 
ing of the evidence of the two or three wit­ 
nesses for the defense, when, at 5 p. m., 
the trial was postponed until to-morrow 
morning, this being law day. Mr. Esta­ 
brook sued for damages in the sum of 
$2,500 for malicious prosecution. Several 
months ago'these parties had a difficulty at 
Folsom, which resulted in Christy’s having 
Estabrook arrested and tried in Justice 
Post’s Court, in this city, for battery, but 
tbe defendant was acquitted. 
R o lle d In to th e R iv er.—The wrecking 
car left yesterday afternoon for Cattle 
Creek, on the upper end of the California 
and Oregon Railroad, to pick a car out of 
the Sacramento river. It teems that on the 
previous evening an emigrant car. which 
was being used as a caboose attach oil to a 
work train, got off the track near Castle 
Creek, and rolled over upon its side. Sub­ 
sequently it took a new start, and rolled 
into the river, which at that point is only 
about fifty feet from the track, and yester­ 
day was about half submerged. 
Tbe 
wrecking car was sent up to its rescue at 
once, as a rise in the river might do it dam­ 
age. 
Big Chinfse.—The new Chinese Consul 
for San Francisco came througtr yesterday 
morning from Washington, D. 0., where 
lie has been serving as a member of the 
Chinese legation. He was accompanied by 
Ah Lee, of Evanston, who lias been in 
Washington seeking redress for the loss 
sustained by the Chinese who last summer 
were driven from the coal mines on the Un­ 
ion Pacific Railroad. He sa_\ s that he was 
successful in his undertaking. In a few 
ddvs he will return to F.vanston. where his 
business of furnishing Chinese labor is too 
Incrative to be abandoned. It has already 
made him very wealthy. 
The Sargent Murder at Ro< klik.—A 
letter from S. J. N., of Nelson, Butte coun­ 
ty, inquires of the R ecobd-Union " the 
date of the triple murder of Sargent and 
that man and wife, committed by Cbina- 
rutn, near Rocklin. Placer county.” H. X. 
Sargent, Xavier I.ou!s Oder and the latter’s 
wife were killed on Sargent's ranch, about 
two miles from Rocklin, on tbe afternoon 
of September 15,1877, the Chinese rnhrder- 
ers being desirous of possessing themselves 
of some money which Sargent had received 
a day or two before from the sale of a piece 
of land. 
Coroner's Inquest.—Coroner Clark held 
an inquest last evening upon the body of 
Mrs. Mary Feanev, who died Wednesday 
night from the effects of laudanum. The 
evidence showed that she had been in low 
spirits and generally disheartened recently. 
After hearing all the testimony, which de­ 
veloped nothing not already published, the 
jury found that the deceased was a native 
of New Jersey, in her 20th year, and that 
she died from an overdose of laudanum, 
taken by herself with suicidal intent. 

— Last night Mayor-elect 
Eugene J. Gregory was serenaded at his 
residence, Second and I streets, by the 
Capital City Band, accompanied by a party 
of friends. The visitors were received by 
Mr. and Mrs. Gregory in the most hospit­ 
able manner, and au hour or two was 
passed very agreeably with brief speeches 
in response to toasts, music and the enjoy­ 
ment of refreshments.

N ew Y ork, March 10‘h.—In spite of the 
rain, the streets in the vicinity of Rev. 
H enry W ard Beecher’s home were crowded 
with people this m orning. 
At 8 o’clock a 
squad of police took up their stations in 
front of the house. A large num ber of 
floral emblems were received before the 
private service commenced. Two wreaths 
of white roses, lilies of the valley and 
sm ilax were received by Mrs. Colonel 
Beecher early in the morning. These bore 
the cards of Ellen Terry and H enry Irving. 
Mrs. B. V. W hite sent a pillar of white 
roses. The coffin rested in the center of 
the front parlor and was surrounded with 
a bank of fragrant flowers. The sweet per­ 
fume pervaded the air. and on all sides 
could be seen floral emblems from friends 
and admirers of the dead divine. 
The re­ 
mains were dressed in a suit of black 
broadcloth, wiih a frock coat buttoned up 
and the right hand laid across the heart. 
The features were natural and there was a 
smile upon the face. 
H is long gray hair 
was brushed back over his ears, the same 
as he wore it when alive. 


SIM PLE SERVICES. 
Prom ptly at 9:30,'' Rev. Charles H . Hall, 
of tlie Church of the Holy Trinity, entered 
the house and soon after entered the parlor 
and commenced toread the burial service 
irom the riiuat of the Episcopal Church. 
W hile the services were in progress in the 
house, Company G, of the Thirteenth Regi­ 
ment, was drawn up in front of the house. 
Only 
members 
of 
the 
family 
and 
a few 
intim ate 
friends were present 
during the services at the house. 


TH E BEREAVED FAM ILY . 
None of the family were dressed in black. 
Mrs. Bcecber sat near the remains during 
the reading of the service, and by her side 
were her sons and daughters and members 
of their families. She bore up wonder­ 
fully during the whole of the ceremony 
and was quite calm. A few m inutes before 
the remains were borne out of the house 
to the hearse, the rain ceased, the clouds 
passed away and the sunshine burst out 
bright and clear. 


A TRIBU TE TO H IS MEMORY. 
A t the conclusion of the services at the 
house. Rev. Dr. H all spoke for fifteen 
minutes. 
H e was very much affected. 
Coming down to the speaker’s acquaint­ 
ance with Beecher, Dr. Hall spoke affec­ 
tionately of the strong friendship that for 
years had existed 
between 
them , 
lie 
chiefly alluded to how that acquaintance 
was made in the old slavftry days, the cir­ 
cumstances of which are now m atters of 
history, and said that why Beecher had en­ 
tertained for him such a strong and loyal 
attachm ent, was because of his limpid sin­ 
cerity, bis noble-mindedness, his love for 
all men, his sincerity for friends in trouble 
and his m any beautiful traits of personal 
character, that were known and made their 
dear departed brother loved and honored 
by ail the world. 


T H E FU NERAL PROCESS TON. 
The members of the family then retired 
to the other rooms, and the undertaker’s 
assistants carried the casket down the 
Steps and to the hearse, which stood in the 
reai of the Thirteenth Regiment. As soon 
as the guard of honor had taken up its po­ 
sition around the hearse, the regim ent 
broke into a colum n of companies, with 
arm s reversed. The procession then moved 
slowly down Clark street. 


AT T H E CHURCH. 
On arriving at the church the casket was 
carried up the H enry street aisle and placed 
on a duis in front of the pulpit. The top of 
the casket was removed, exposing to view 
the tace of the dead. The guard of honor 
took up its position, and then the regiment 
filed into the church, marched down the 
aisle and passed in front of the coffin. 
As 
the body was borne into the church. Bee­ 
thoven’s burial march was played. There 
will be music in the church during the 
whole of the tim e the body lies there. 


V IEW IN G TH E REM AINS. 
All afternoon the long line of people 
passing through the church to view the 
remains continued to increase, and the rush 
was so great to g:tin admission that it was 
found necessary to increase the force of 
oiiicers around the church door. 
The 
throng was made up of ailuust all nation­ 
alities. As the day advanced, the lines of 
people extended until it reached Fulton 
street, then down one side of the next 
block and up the other, w ith a wing across 
Henry street. It was estimated that nearly 
20,000 people passed before the catafalque 
during the day. T here were so m any 
wreaths and bouquets left on the bier thiit 
a special place bad to be made near the 
platform at the foot of the pulpit to receive 
them. 
T H E RESIDENCE B R ILLIA N TLY LIG H TED . 
To-night the Beecher residence was brill­ 
iantly lighted, and everything around the 
house was made as bright as possible.
